Reason(s) for Excision: 

One excision is required to remove a scene that shows urination in association with 
sexual activity. The act of urination is given a sexual meaning by its placement as part 
of a sexual scene, and is presented for the sexual arousal of the viewer, thus 
legitimising the use of urine as a sexual practice. Because of the sexual context in 
which urination is presented and the manner in which it is depicted, the video recording 
promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording Dino’s Greatest Hits Volume One Sucking Doll 
(also known as Dino’s Top Hits: Sucking Doll and as Sucking Doll) has been 
reconsidered and is altered. The video recording is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The classification is now dependent on an excision being made to the video recording. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under s42(1) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The video 
recording was previously classified under the Video Recordings Act 1987 as “Indecent 
unless its circulation is restricted to persons who are 18 years of age or over and who 
are subscribers to mail order outlets or patrons of adults-only premises (R18)”. 

Dino’s Greatest Hits Volume One Sucking Doll consists of six unrelated scenes that 
explicitly depict sexual activity in a variety of settings and scenarios. This sexual 
material contains some moderately degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
elements. The feature includes a scene that shows urination in association with sexual 
activity. The act of urination is presented in a sexual context and is focused on in a 
sustained manner intended to sexually arouse the viewer. The depiction legitimises 
urination as a desirable sexual practice. The publication therefore promotes and 
supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

With this scene intact the publication falls under the criteria of s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act 
and is deemed objectionable. Flowever, if the scene were to be excised, the video 
recording would no longer fall under the criteria of s3(2)(d). This excision was 
subsequently agreed to by the authorised distributor of the video recording. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered. While the scene specified above remains the video recording is 
deemed objectionable under s3(2), which overrides the rights and freedoms of s14 of 
the NZBR Act. If the scene is excised, the video recording is considered likely to be 
injurious to the public good unless its availability is restricted to an adult audience, due 
to its explicit sexual content and the presence of degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning elements. This restriction is regarded as a reasonable limitation of s14 of 
the NZBR Act.
